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Response to Arguments to Final rejection 

Rejection of claims 1 , 3, 26 and 28 under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being obvious over 
Wheatley, III, et al. (US PAT: 5,107,225, hereinafter Wheatley) in view of Lane (US 
PAT: 6,868,128): regarding rejection of independent claims 1 and 26 using the above 
combination of references, Applicant argues that "Lane does not have the recited 
element of claims 1 and 26 "each having a channel filter with gain adjustable by said 
hardware". In contrast, Lane's channel filter elements 20 and 22 do not have adjustable 
gain. Lane adjusts the gain afterwards, in the AGCs 24 and 26 , as shown in Fig. 1 and 
2as stated in Col. 5 lines 41-45". Regarding this, Lane discloses channel filters (20, 22, 
figs. 1-2) whose output is amplified by AGC (24, 26, figs. 1-2, col. 5 lines 41-45; col. 12 
lines 43-50). This arrangement of Lane reads on applicant claim limitation such as the 
communication receiver comprising dual channels, each having a channel filter with 
gain adjustable by hardware because as shown in applicants drawing number 1 which 
has channel filter 14 and amplifier after channel filter to adjust the gain which is similar 
what is shown in figs. 1 and 2 of Lane which shows channel filters 20 and 22 and 
amplifiers such as AGCs (24, 26, figs. 1-2) after channel filters. Applicant further 
launches into speculation that Lane's arrangement of channel filters and amplifiers such 
as AGC is not optimal etc which is not addressed to applicants claim limitations. 
Because combination of Wheatley and Lane teaches applicant independent claims 1 . 
and 26, their rejection is maintained. Applicant arguments regarding dependent claims 
2, 3, 5-7, 27-30 are noted but not persuasive, therefore their rejection is also 
maintained.
